$20.000.000-a-year Dutch 
Schultz 


policy racket. 
By this legal strategy, Lloyd Paul 


Stryker, Hines' attorney, sought tc 
prevent the four-week-old 
trial 


from reaching the "blue 
ribbon" 


jury. 
Stryker asked Justice Ferdinand 


Pecora for dismissal of the indict- 
ment in a 27-page typewritten brief. 
He cited three major legal points in 
moving that the 13 counts in the in- 
,'dictment against Hines be thrown 
'out. 
Would Quash Case 


He also cited 36 cases in support 


of his thesis, and in a pre-court in- 
terview, the booming-voiced chief 
defense lawyer was emphatic in 
stating that it was no mere "defense 
,tactic" of a routine, formal nature, 
but that he sincerely believed the 
case should be quashed "on the law 
-and the facts." 
District Attorney Thomas 
E. 


Dewey has indicated that in con- 
trast to the three hours Stryker said 
he would require for oral argument 
on 
his brief, 
the 
prosecution 


would only need "about 15 min- 
utes" to answer it. 
The state rested late yesterday af- 


ter climaxing its maze of circum- 
stantial evidence with testimony 
that Hines, as alleged political "fix- 
er' 'for the Schultz mob, attempted 
^o save "the Dutchman" from being 
"pushed around" by the police in 
Troy, N. Y., and that Hines agreed 
to look into the pending appoint- 
'inent of Dewey as a special rackets 
prosecutor in 1935. 


Chief Contention 


In his legal challenge to the case, 


Stryker declared that even adopt- 
ing the state's assumption 
that 


Hines was an accessory, his client 
could not be tried for conspiracy 
•within the definition of the laxv. 


Stryker's major contentions were: 
One— That counts two to thirteen 


in the indictment, covering felonies 
should be dismissed because 
the 


evidence failed to prove that Hines 
"contrived or assisted in contriving 
a lottery" within the meaning of 
Section 1.372 of the penal laws. 


Two — That the prosecution failed 


to establish that the alleged of- 
fenses were committed within the 
statutory period 
of 
limitations, 


pointing out that the first count was 
a misdemeanor with a two-year 
statutory limitaion. 


Three — That the people failed to 


prove the alleged conspiracy. 


Basis Of Argument 


Stryker argued that if 
Hines 


•were being tried for corruption or 
obstructing justice, the case might 
justly be submitted to the jury- 
"Since the charge does not come 


•within that category." he continued, 
"the entire, indictment should be 
dismissed." 
Prosecutor Dewey also submitted 


a brief to Justice Pecora, insisting 
that the evidence proved the con- 
spiracy. that Hines was one of the 
conspirators, and that all 13 counts 
were valid. 


Dewey declared the state's evi- 


dence was "remarkably direct in its 
nature" and conclusively stamps the 
defendant Hines and the other con- 
spirators named during the trial as 
members of the numbers combina- 
tion" operated by Dutch Schultz.

1. Starting payment of old-age 


benefits before Jan. 1, 1942, the date 
now fixed by law. 


2. Payment of larger benefits than 


now provided for persons retiring 
during the earlier years of the pro- 
gram. 


3. Distribution of benefits to aged 


wives and widows and young chil- 
dren of insured persons who die be- 
fore reaching retirement age. 


4. A change in the present meth- 


od of investing the accumulating 
security taxes in a reserve fund be- 
fore old-age annuities begin. 


5. Downward revision of the in- 


dividual and employer tax rates

The executive committee of the

cessions.

gion, near the Polish and German 
frontiers, where a mounted police- 
man brought his crop down on the

during a demonstration at Maehr- 
lisch-Ostrau. 


While negotiations marked time,

electric power in the event of war

and granted, therefore, that it Is im 
possible to say precisely when thei 
capacity will be overtaxed by th 
growing demand for power, ther 
will be little dissent from the prop 
osition that, if output continue! 
expand at anything like the recen 
rate, an early revival of large-seal 
expenditures for new facilities wii 
be imperative. 


Two Years To Build 


"It takes ordinarily about tw 


years to plan, buiid, and equip a 
modern steam generating plant, 
three years or more to develop 
new hydro-electric stations. Apart

not revealed all of the story. 


Mr. Roosevelt has not disclosed 


that he alone is responsible for the 
shortage and that not only does 
America face a power shortage in 
the event of war, but even without 
a war there will be an acute power 
famine should the recovery move- 
ment start upward in the next year 
or two on anything like the scale 
witnessed in 1936. 
. . 


The president chides the press of- 


ten for telling only a part of the 
truth, but government officials arc 
even more lax in their handling of 
public information. Thus the presi- 
dent had available in early August, 
1937—more than .a year ago—a com- 
prehensive survey oh the electric 
power situation made by the feder- 
al reserve board in connection with 
the' program of encouragement of 
electric power expansion then be- 
ingr urged upon him by Governor 
Marriner Eccles. 


The document was'confidential— 


as are most documents which reveal 
the faults of the administration pol- 
icy. In that survey made by gov- 
ernment economists, the statement 
was,made that, so rapid had been 
the expansion of the demand for 
electric power during the recovery, 
the--'1936 output exceeded 1929 by 
about 15 per cent Not only had the 
number of customers gone 10 per 
cent above 1929, but the utilization 
of generating capacity exceeded the 
1929 rate, too. 


Could Core Shortage 


The confidential report showed 


that while the electric power in- 
dustry kept up with replacements 
and expansions fairly well, 
the 


drop-off in construction started in 
1933. After stating that "intercon- 
nection" systems would take care of 
shortages to some extent, "the very 
generous 
reserves 
of 
capacity 


which were maintained under the 


trie projects, there are at prcsen 
comparatively few important new 
central stations under construction 
and-if the expansion of generating 
capacity had to await the planning 
and completion of such stations, an 
acute power shortage would inevit 
ably ensue (barring the interven 
tion 'of a business depression in thi 
meantime) before they could be 
brought into production.' 


But why has construction been 


delayed? Are the utilities to blame 
or is the administration policy o 
creating conditions which make i' 
difficult if not impossible to borrow 
common stock money for financing 
construction? 
Here is what the 


same confidential report had to say 
at the time: 


"Because of the lack of confidence 


on the part of utility, managements 
the industry has been living on a 
day-by-day, hand-to-mouth basis 
Capital outlays have been put of 
until the last possible moment, i: 
not indeed until too late. Witnes: 
the fact that less than half the new 
capacity will be brought in for 1937 
than the expansion of output dur- 
ing the year calls for. Capital ex- 
penditures for the year promise to 
be only about $450,000.000 as com- 
pared with $600.000,000 to $800,000,- 
000 estimated to be needed as an 
average for 1937 to 1941. 


"This slow start in the process o: 


plant expansion means that expen- 
ditures will have to average corre- 
spondingly higher during the re- 
maining four years of the period ii 
the 1937 capacity-use factor is to be 
maintained. 


"Whether the requisite capacity to 


maintain the 1937 capacity-use fac- 
tor will be forthcoming—and 
its 


approximate maintenance may be 
regarded as a condition for 
the 


avoidance of power shortages—will 
depend in part on the political and 
pre-aepression practices" are real-1 financial position of the 
power 
]y the main reliance now. The re- M™*™;™, ,-„ ,™nn...,i 
port adds: 


"While competent authorities con- 


sider that these reserves were jus- 
tified, for the most part, as a pru- 
dent safeguard against growth and 
contingencies, they provide now 
(August, 1937) a wide margin with- 
in which output can be expanded 
before serious or widespread short- 
ages are encountered. We are now 
encroaching on this margin of safe- 
ty and the question arises as to how 
far the process can go before we 
run into trouble. .. . 


"As long as shortages of generat- 


ing capacity . are limited to occa- 
sional systems or areas, as 
they 


probably will be next fall (1937), 
actual power shortages 
may 
be 


averted by the purchase of current 
from interconnected systems having 
unused capacity, but this device 
fails when inadequate capacity be- 
comes general, or when the avail- 


companies in general. 


Federal Competition 


"From the political 
standpoint, 


their recent experiences have not 
been happy, what with the threat 
of direct competition from existing 
and projected federal hydro devel- 
opments—not to mention municipal 
enterprises financed by federal aid 
—as well as adverse publicity, high- 
er taxes, the 'holding 
company' 


law, and a steady downward pres- 
sure on rates. 
Political hazards 


have doubtless been 
exaggerated, 


but it cannot be gainsaid that they 
have caused a great deal of jittery 
sentiment among utility manage- 
ments and a disposition to avoid un- 
necessary commitments, a disposi- 
tion which still obtains.

Carole Lombard is apparently a very 


unusual motion picture actress and a-very 
unusual citizen. 


She was the highest paid movie act- 


ress in Hollywood last year, but she says 
she didn't mind a bit paying out $395,575 
of her $465,000 income in state and federal 
income taxes. 


She says she can live very comforta- 


bly on the $20,000 which is all she has 
left,after paying taxes, managerial fees 
and publicity expenses. She lives on a 
cash and carry basis, is building a new 
home, which will cost $9,500, and which 
she will pay for in cash. 


In the devil-may-care world that is 


Hollywood this is unique. 
Most of the 


stars have their present and future earn- 
ings mortgaged to the hilt and many die 
penniless. At the same time most of them 
complain bitterly about the percentage 
of their incomes gobbled up by various 
governments. 


The majority of good Americans who 


earn sizeable incomes are like Carole in 
not complaining about the size of the 
income, taxes they must pay. Like her 
they are appreciative of the fact that they 
live in a free country like America which 
has afforded them the opportunity of earn- 
ing such incomes. 


But where most good businessmen dis- 


agree with the noted film star is in their 
regard to the manner in which the govern- 
ments spend their money. Most of them 
are men and women who had to watch 
their pennies. They believe the govern- 
ment should do likewise. 


'' 'They want the country to get a dollar's 


worth of value for every dollar taken in 
taxes. They object particularly to the 
government spending their money on lop- 
eared schemes which destroy the opportu- 
nities to earn such incomes. 


They object to the government hiring 


pink-eyed college professors whose phil- 
osophy is that large incomes should be so 
curtailed that everyone in the country 
earns substantially the same amount each 
year, in other words that everyone in the 
country shall eventually be poor. 


ASKING TOO MUCH. 


Perhaps Jim Farley will not be thanked 


so devotedly for his memoirs. They cer- 
tainly show up the faithful. 


And what he says about the Demo- 


cratic candidates holding the limelight 
has a peculiar and personal application 
to Wisconsin this fall when a young man 
who belies his name of Fox is given as 
hopeless a task of election as ever faced 
even by a Socialist, little realizing per- 
haps that the purpose of his nomination 
is obstruction and personal power for 
others. 


Mr. Farley in telling about the nom- 


ination of the president in 1932 details how 
late one night those in charge of the 
Roosevelt strategy decided the time had 
come to force the issue. Ever.- delegate 
was hot, bothered and restless.

Farley sent agents to every state dele- 
gation which had been scheduled to make 
seconding speeches requesting them to 
yield their time so the balloting might be 
hastened.

The Japanese have a remedy in their 


country, the custom is to have "after" din- 
ner speakers" speak before the meaL This 
provides an admirable way to limit the 
length of the speech, since a long winded 
orator can be turned off by serving the 
meal. 


The trouble with trying to apply that 


custom in this country in the midst of a 
political campaign is that it probably 
would result in the serving of a good 
many cold meals. There are few politicians 
who would let a little matter like a dinner 
keep them from telling why they should 
be elected. 


PRISON WASTE 


A natural deduction from the fact that 


of 288,264 persons convicted of crimes in 
the United States during the first six 
months of this year, 63 per cent were "re- 
peaters," is that the parole system is to 
blame. 


And it is true that altogether too many 


criminals who are unfit to return to so- 
ciety are paroled. It also is true that 
politics and graft taint many paroles, and 
that in many cases the parole boards are 
composed of persons who have no training 
or competency in any phase of penology. 


The fault of the system does not, how- 


ever, begin with the parole boards. 
It 


begins in the prisons. 


Obviously, our prison system is a fail- 


ure if it hardens instead of reforms crim- 
inals. 


The silly theories of the sobbing senti- 


mentalists who regard all criminals as 
being merely naughty boys who need no 
more than a slap on the wrist to make 
them good do not by any means supply 
the answer. The proper penal system will 
be devised only from a practical approach 
to the question. 


Prisons are costing millions of dollars 


every year. They are maintained for the 
removal from society of individuals who 
are dangerous to society, and to provide 
a means of punishing individuals who 
transgress against society. 
But the cost 


of maintaining prisons is a great waste 
unless some of the money spent is devoted 
to the rehabilitation of the inmates. 


Obviously, money and time have been 


wasted, and nothing constructive has been 
accomplished, if an individual is impri- 
soned under conditions which" ere not 
conducive to his reform. He serves his 
time, comes out and repeats, as did 63 per 
cent of those arrested during the first 
hall of this year. Then society must again 
bear the cost of another arrest, another 
trial and another term in prison. 


A penal system based solely on a theory 


of revenge gains the public nothing, and 
it costs the public much. It is that theory 
which creates prison conditions that not 
only fail of reform but that actually make 
the individual a more hardened criminal 
than he was before. 


Untold thousands of dollars would be 


saved if prison policies were shaped more 
pointedly and intelligently toward salva- 
ging as much as possible of the human ma- 
terial which goes into the prisons. Grant- 
ing that certain individuals can never be 
rehabilitated and must remain behind bars 
all of their lives for the safety of society, 
a much larger percentage of the prison 
population could be made fit to return to 
useful lives than is now reformed. Thieves, 
for instance arc not as a rule "dangerous 
criminals." The direction of their inclina- 
tions into constructive pursuits is much 
easier than is the attempted rehabilitation 
of a bandit-killer type. Yet, thieves con- 
stituted the greatest number of the re- 
pealers arrested this year. That fact is 
scarcely complimentary to prison admin- 
istrations. 


Reform needs to be made the prime 


objective of all prisons, except those for 
the hopeless, as an economy measure if 
for no other reason.

Washington.—.There is a wide 


spread belief that the so-called New 
Deal for Indians is a novel, unprec 
cdentcd thing which leaped into ac 
tion from the brains of Brain Trust 
ers in 1933. The case of the Jicarilla 
Apaches serves to correct that mis 
understanding. 


Across 40 years, after the United 


States annexed the Southwest, the 
Apaches were the terror of every 
body 
else, and 
the 
Jicarilla 


Apaches were as bad as the worst 
In 1887, the Jicarillas were se 
down on a tract in New Mexico 
upon the high plateau which strad 
dies the Continental Divide, close 
to the Colorado line. 


In that same year the Genera 


Allotment act for Indians 
was 


passed, requiring the breaking up 
of tribal lands into individua 
holdings, 
and 
disregarding even 


the family institution among In 
dians. Under this act, the Indians 
lost ninety million acres of their 
best land in the 45 years after 1887 


Hopeless, Dying 


Twenty years ago, the Jicarilla 


Apaches were an embittered, hope- 
less and literally, a dying tribe 
Their numbers had fallen from 795 
in 1909 to 585 in 1919. They were 
leasing, their entire reservation— 
750,000 acres—to commercial stock- 
men for $10,000 a year, and they 
were starving upon this lease money 
and U. S .doles. 


In that hopeless hour, there were 


two necessities. One was to check 
the shocking death rate. The other 
was to get the Jicarillas to go to 
work. The work could be only one 
sort—livestock work. The devas- 
tating mortality rate was partly a 
reflex of a despairing and unoc- 
<rpied intellectual and emotional 
life. 


Small issues of sheep were made 


:o each family on a loan basis. Ad- 
ditional issues 
rewarded 
ability 


and willingness. As a result, from 
an embittered and dying people 
n 1920, the Jicarillas last year af- 
ter 18 years of upbuilding, showed 
an earned tribal income which had 
umped from $10,000 to $150,000, and 
an earned individual income which 
had jumped from $20 to $200. 
In 


place of dying, they were multi- 
plying. 


The Indian Reorganization Act 


was advocated by President Roose- 
velt and signed by him in 1934. Al- 
most everybody said: "These Jica- 
rillas will not understand the act. 
The only time they have ever taken 
collective responsibility was on the 
warpath. Their ancient forms sim- 
ply cannot be readjusted into a 
modern program. Forget about the 
Jicarillas." 
" " 


In addition many people said: 


"There -is an Indian trader who 
f o • 40 years has been a sort of fed- 
eral overload of the Jicarillas. His 
name is Emmet Wirt and he will 
never let the Jicarillas organize." 


Hopeful, Thriving

What about the 
education for the future generation who must live in a world about which 
we know nothing and, consequently, cannot prepare for in the schools? 


Schools do not send young people out ready to work even in the world 


that we know about. We cannot give a child or a young person the ex- 
periences that actual work in the shop, factory, office, laboratory anc 
life in general will give him. We cannot take the place of growth that 
unfolds in an individual and changes him from month to month, from 
year to year, so that he is a different person year to year. Schools, by the 
wise dispensation of Providence, 
cannot altogethef set the future in- 
terests and activities of the chil- 
dren. Life does that. Life gives the 
young people a chance to find the 
best places for themselves, and they 
do. when given that chance. 


What the schools can do, and 


should do, is to train young people 
to think justly and clearly, in what- 
ever situation faces them; 
teach 


them to be concerned in all that 
goes on about them, selecting what 
is good, to their judgment, for fur- 
ther study and application; teach 
them to work and to live with open, 
inquiring minds; to do whatever 
work they select with all the power 
they can bring to bear upon It; to 
know 
that life 
is a process of 


change and that the law of life 
demands that people adjust them- 
selves to those changes as har- 
moniously as possible. 


Education at its best is not a rigid 


affair. It is a living, changing pro- 
cess like life itself, for it is and 
must be, an extension of contem- 
porary life. The cloistered, isolated 
school is not the school to serve the 
people. The fluid school that ad- 
justs itself to the needs of the com- 
munity is the one we must have. 


This school does not train its pu- 


pils for one line of work. What it 
does is to offer as many experi- 
ences as possible to its pupils and 
students. It does not set a rigid pat- 
tern in its graduates, but sets an at- 
titude of mind that enables the stu-

his place and do his work.

Cost of Proposed Building 


Additions Estimated 


At $227,000 


Neenab—A plan to eliminate the 


overcrowded condition in Neenah 
public schools has been outlined by 
Superintendent C. F. Hedges in a 
comprehensive report which he has 
made on the "building needs lor 
Neenah public schools.' 


Mr. Hedges proposes additions to 


McKinley, Kimberly and the high 
school, and he estimated the total 
cost would amount to $227,000. Un- 
der a PWA grant, tho 
program 


would cost the city approximately 
$124,850 plus 
architect fees 
and 


land. 


A PWA grant already has been 


applied for the 2-room addition to 
McKinley school at a cost of $30.- 
000, while the addition to Kimberly 
school would be about $90,000 and 
the addition to the 
high school 


would be about $100.000. 
Equip- 


ment for the three additions would 
amount to $7.000. 


City-Wide Problem 


In considering an expansion plan 


for the public schools, the superin- 
tendent pointed out in his report, 
the whole situation should be con- 
sidered rather than one ward or 
one building. The problem should 
be thought of, not on the ward 
basis, but 'on a citywide basis of 
what program will be best for all

In a 4-year school 
census, it was found that there was 
a 31 per cent gain in the first ward, 
6 per cent loss in the Second, 1 per 
cent loss in the Third. 32 per cent 
gain in the Fourth and 16 per cent 
gain in the Fifth. 


In his investigation, the superin- 


tendent found that Washington and 
McKinley schools are the mos» bur- 
dened, but of course, r.e added, the 
pupils per room in Washington are 
31.3 while at McKinlev it is 34.2. 
At Lincoln school the enrolment 
per room is 24.1. 


Fifth Ward Growth 


The superintendent contended that 


the census shows that the probable 
growth on the island will be in 
the Fifth ward, and a study of a spot 
map of the location of children in- 
dicates that Roosevelt school is cen- 
trally situated as regards children 
living in the Fifth ward. The school 
head, however, pointed out that al- 
though there are 903 children in the 
First and Fifth ward, at least 760 go 
to SL Patrick's school and 165 to 
Trinity Lutheran school and he 
concluded. "We may expect a small 
but steady growth in school popu- 
lation in the Fourth, Fifth and First 
wards.''

Neenah—Disparaging the alleged 


growing tendency toward central- 
ization of power in the federal gov- 
ernment, Frank B. Keefe, Oshkosh, 
Republican candidate for congress, 
lashed President Roosevelt and his 
opponent, Congressman M. K. Reil- 
ly, Fond du Lac, for the "attempt 
to coerce congress into passing the 
reorganization bill" in 3 talk before 
the Neenah Kiwanians Wednesday 
noon at the Valley Inn. 


"All congressmen from Wisconsin 


voted against the bill except the 
representative from 
this district," 


Keefe contended. 


The candidate scored the chief 


executive for his alleged attempt 
to assume the powers of a dictator 
and Congressman Reilly for voting 
in favor of the reorganization bill. 
He said that all presidents since 
Taft have conceded lhat there is 
a necessity for reorganization but 
none have dared to ask for so much 
power. "By coordinating the pow- 
ers of the various boards, commis- 
sions, cabinet offices, civil services 
and other federal groups and by 
packing the supreme court. Roose- 
velt would have assumed the pow- 
ers of a dictator," he said. 


Points To "Pnrj:e" 


"And to add to his powers, the 


president is demanding the election 
to congress of 
liberals, whether 


Democrats or Republicans, who'll 
do as he says," the Republican can- 
didate said. 


'In a debate two years ago. I 


asked Mr. Reilly to tell the people 
where he stood on the court pack- 
ing question." Keefe told the Ki- 
wanians. and he added, "Well. I'll 
tell you where I stand. I still stand

to take place, but I'm not willing to 
surrender our form of government 
and invest power in one man." 


"Why pay $15,000 or $16.000 a year 


to a representative to go to Wash- 
ington and take ordersT", he arked. 
He said he recognized thc problem 
of old age and consumers purchas- 
ing powers, and "I will «jive the peo- 
ple who have petitioned congress 
for consideration of the Towusond 
plan and have never had a hcnrinj:

New York-One is tempted1 to agree with Gene Sanazen that the pro 


fcsslonal golfers are the most put-upon class of artists, for great are th 
impositions and wrongs which they suffer. They travel thousands of mile 
at much personal expense to play in great and secondary tournaments, 
knowing that they arc bucking a brace game whose rewards are hardl 
comparable to the miserable pay-off handed down by 
the policy racketeers. The capital prize of the United 
States open championship is only $1,000 and that of 


British open £100, and there can be only one win- 
each year of each of these paltry tips, though 


hundreds of good men compete. 


Mr. Sarazen's lament is further developed in the 


current Collier's—a sad story of a crying shame, but 
less pathetic, on the whole, than that of the ill-used 
hundreds of professional writers who buck the chancy 
whims and tastes of the magazines. Here is a large 
class of more or less qualified performers who not

Life in Holland 


IV—THE ZUIDER ZEE PROJECT 


About five 
centuries ago 
the 


waves of the North sea battered 
igainsl the sand dunes along Hol- 
land's coast, 
and broke through. 


The rushing water swept far and 
wide over the land, for the land 
was below the level of the sea. The 
water spread over about 
1,500 


square miles of land. 
Dozens of 


(owns and villages were covered 
and destroyed. 


The flood made a great new body 


of water, an arm of the sea. The 
Dutch called it "Zuider Zee," mean- 
ing "South sea." 


There was talk of draining the 


Zuider Zee long ago. but it Deemed 
too great a task. How could such 
a mighty body of water be pumped 
away with windmill power? 


Modern 
methods of pumping— 


by steam and electric power—start- 
ed the talk again. The Dutch asked 
one another. "Why not build a 
great dam across the space where 
the sand dunes used to hold the 
North sea back?" 


At last the Dutch government 


answered. "Yes!" Plans were made, 
and money \vas voted for the pur- 
pose Work \\as started on a dam 
across 20 miles of water! 


Dr. C. Lely. a great Dutch engi 


neer. planned the project and die 
much lo get it started. At first i 
was believed the cost 
would be 


S250.000.000. but now it looks a; 
though the nation will pay some, 
thing like S400.000.000 for the v.ork 


The 20-mile dam was built mahv 


ly of boulder-clay, but large "mat 
tress rafts" were sunk near it to 
guard against currents which imgh 
eat into the clay. The mattress rafts 
v.ere made of brushwood, and were 
covered 
with small stones 
and 


chunks of granite at the time they 
were sunk. 


The last gap in the mighty dam 


was filled in on a May day in 1932 
Sirens and whistles sounded, and < 
radio broadcast told the people oJ 
Holland and other countries about 
the event. 


Yes, the gap was filled, but it was 


by no means the end of the project. 
There remained, and still remains a 
vest amount of work to do. It is ex 
pected that the pumping of the wa 
ter will be finished about 1950 


Not all of the Zuider Zee will be 


made dry land. A large area will 
contain water, but engineers say it 
will be a fresh-water lake fed by 
a river. 


The land pumped dry will be di- 


vided into four sections which the 
Dutch speak of as "polders." Each 
polder will be guarded by its own 
dams, or dikes. The smallest of the 
polders was made ready for farm- 
jng a few years ago, offering about 
20.000 acres of rich farming land. 
All told, the project will add more 
than half a million acres of land to 
Holland.
